Today a similar task confronted 
the one-time police commissioner of 
New York City, and he accepted it 
smilipgly. 
Hurrying to the White 
House Just 21 hours after he had 
accepted the post as a dollar a 
year man, he was met by a battery 
of new'spapermen. 
‘‘This looks natural,” 
he 
said, 
with one of his ready smiles. 
Alleviating the suffering from un­ 
employment is principally a local 
proposition, as he sees it, wdth the 
major activity of the government 
lying in the coordination of these 
sectional efforts.

COST OF FEEDING FAMILY 
HAS TAKEN REAL DROP

W 
ITHIN the last 
year 
the 
cost of feeding the family 
has fallen. 
Food staples, 
such as sugar and coffee, are 
cheaper, and the price of other 
commodities in general is lower 
than in nearly a decade. Be­ 
tween July 15 of this year and 
July 15, 1929, retail food prices 
d<^creased more than 9 per cent 
as shown by the report of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Fe­ 
deral Department of Labor. 
In this decrease almost every 
article of everyday table use is 
represented: Meats, vegetables, 
fruits, beverages, canned goods, 
condiments. The dollar is buy­ 
ing more food than it has for 
a long time—yet it is buying 
food of the same or better qua­ 
lity. 
This is a most important 
consideration to the housewife 
at a time when she is trying 
to stretch a dollar as far as 
possible. 
The manufacturer of a stand­ 
ard product, known for its un­ 
varying 
quality 
and 
carrying 
the brand w'hich is his guaran­ 
tee of dependable merchandise, 
can 
never 
afford, 
under 
any 
conditions, to change the qua­ 
lity of that product except for 
the better. 
The business grave­ 
yard is overcrowded wutli manu­ 


facturers 
w’ho 
thought 
tney 
could leave half an ounce out 
of the can, or omit a bolt from 
the machine, or take an inch 
off the yard of cloth. 
They 
tried it when orders were slack­ 
ening down and they needed an 
extra margin of profit to meet 
changed conditions. 
But it did 
not work, and it never will— 
nor with w'omen buying, or dic­ 
tating the buying, of 8 5 per 
cent of all merchandise sold in 
America. 
The established manufacturer, 
and the storekeeper as 
well, 
must maintain and constantly 
seek to increase, the quality of 
his merchandise if he is to en­ 
joy prosperity. 
There are, of 
course, times when he can re­ 
duce the price—when raw' ma­ 
terials are cheaper, manufactur­ 
ing costs go down, distribution 
becomes more efficient. 
But 
not the quality. 
In times of depression there 
are *‘w'ildcat” concerns 
w'hich 
do not hesitate to put on the 
market new merchandise that 
is ‘‘just as good” as the adver­ 
tised, standard articles. 
They 
make it own to a price, not up 
to a value, and they expect to 
sell It to housew'ives w'ho are 
keeping two hands 
and 
two 
eyes on the family budget. But 
the quality of the branded pro­ 
duct is the same, even though 
the price may be low'er.

Judg e Gass 
has

himself and 
‘^turned the neg ro es lo o se ag ain.” 
The 
o rig inal bo nd was declared unsatisfacto ry 
by Judg e Gass when the neg ro es were 
arraig ned after their arrest. 
They were 
ro unded up ag ain and lo cked up but they 
were in jail but a sho rt day when Judg e 
Gass fo llo wing an inv estig atio n by Assist­ 
ant Pro secuting Atto rney Henry Salv eter 
appro v ed the seco nd bo nd and the neg ro es 
ag ain have the freedo m o f the streets. 
The seco nd g ro up 
o f 
bo ndspeo ple are 
practically the same as 
the 
first and 
abo ut all that was o ffered to reinfo rce the 
first bo nds were so me amended state­ 
ments which didn’t mean any mo re than 
the first in do llars and cents. 
An in­ 
v estig atio n o f the tax bo o ks wo uld hav e 
rev ealed appro x imately just ho w much 
these bo ndsmen were wo rth. 
Instead o f 
do ing this the statements o f the bo nds­ 
peo ple were accepted as co rrect and the 
neg ro es were liberated. 
The bo nds o f the three neg ro es released 
the seco nd 
time 
amo unted 
to $7 ,5 00, 
whereas tax bo o ks sho w that these neg ro 
bo ndsmen are pay ing o n a v aluatio n o f 
o nly $3 ,8 90, v ery little o v er o ne-half o f 
the alleg ed v alue o f the bo nds. 
Judg e Gass and Mr. Salv eter sho uld 
‘‘check and do uble check” bo ndsmen be­ 
fo re appro v ing them and especially so in 
cases o f the kind referred to here. 
In 
fact Pro secuting Atto rney Walter Bo hling 
sho uld take time to co nfer with his assist­ 
ants when cases as pro minent as this o ne 
arise. The peo ple o f Sedalia and Pettis 
Co unty are deserv ing o f mo re co nsidera­ 
tio n and better treatment than they hav e 
receiv ed fro m the o fficers in handling this 
case. To turn a g ro up o f thiev es lo o se in 
a co mmunity wlio hav e been caug ht red- 
handed, with sto len g o o ds, is all wro ng . 
Jails are built to take care o f such crim­ 
inals and they sho uld be kept in them. 
Public sentiment is that in v iew o f the 
insufficiency o f the bo nds these co nfessed 
criminals be put back in jail. 
The bo ldness with which the St.

“Forcing,’* he declares, “shou ld 
not be attempted on y ou ng stock, 
nor shou ld It be ex pected of them 
that produ ction on top of early ma­ 
tu rity gained from forcing will be 
the best for flock produ ction.”

Mash—Bran, 100 pou nds; wheat 
middlings, 100 pou nds; bu ckwheat 
middlings, 100 pou nds; green oats, 
100 pou nds; oil meal, 50 pou nds; 
salt, 3 pou nds. 
Practices in feeding that hav e 
been fou nd to be the best, accord­ 
ing to Hay es, inclu de the feeding 
of grain in two or three portions 
du ring the day . 
The mash is the 
tru e “forcer” of the feed for the 
flock.

Watch for Bu mblefoot 
in the Chicken Flock 
Du ring the winter months when 
the flock is confined indoors on 
hard concrete or board floors, a few 
Cas es of bu mblefoot are likely to 
dev elop and to requ ire attention. 
Bu mblefoot resu lts In an absc'ess 
or corn on the bottom of the fowl’s 
foot, u su ally cau sed by a jar or 
bru ise receiv ed in ju mping from 
a perch that is too high to a hard 
floor. 
Occasionally the trou ble is 
cau sed by sharp corners on the 
perches or by perches that are too 
large for the fowls to rest on natu ­ 
rally . 
One of the best remedies for 
bu mblefoot is prev ention. See that 
there are no sliarp corner« on the 
roosts and that the roosts are as 
low as they can be placed con- 
v enienlly , particu larly if one of the 
heav y breeds is being hou sed. 
An­ 
other item that is of v alu e In pre­ 
v ention is the matter of keeping a 
liher.al su pply of clean litter on 
the floor. 
In cases wliere bu mblefoot de­ 
velops a few ap plication s of tinc­ 
tu re of iodine will u su ally ett'ect a 
cu re, if applied at the first signs 
of foot soreness.
